Student are claim ing that this wo uld be all wro ng, that a 
frat ho use sho uld no t be searched except 
as a priv ate resi­ 
dence is searched, a’ter a seat *h warrant has been pro cured, 
and then to be searched o nly by an o fficer o f the law. 
This is an attitude that is sure to bring discredit o n fraiv 
If they are o rganized to defeat pro per discipline by the o ffi­ 
cers and faculty o f the univ ersity, why sho uld no t co lleges 
and unhersities o utlaw them and r< (use to accept members 
o f them as students? 
T he students h a\o no t y et taken definite actio n refusing to 
agree to Dr. Little's pro gram, that they sho uld pledge them 
selv es against perm itting liquo r in the fraternity ho uses, o r 
submit to establishm ent o f a pro cto r sy stem. 
It is ho ped that 
o n calm er co nsideratio n o f the matter thev will subm t to 
President Little’s dem and, if o nly to keep stigma fro m attaeh- 
uaa to their o rganizatio ns.
